which he has been long aflited, have made that he had 
not the leaſure to procure Mr. Stewerr's Letter to be tran- 
ſlated to him, and to compare the Matters of Fatt rela- 
ted to in it, with the Lettets that were writ the laſt year 
by Mr. Stewart, which are in his Poſſeſſion; nor did he 
think it neceſſary, to make too much haſte : And therefore 
if he has let as many Weels paſs, without ordering an Au. 
ſwer to be prepared, as the other had done Months, he 

— that even this Slowneſs, might look like one that 

deſpiſed this indecent Attempt upon his Honour, that Mr, 

Stewart has made in giving lo unjuſt a Repreſentation cf 

the matter of fact. He hopes he is too well known to 

the World, to apprehend that any Perſons would enter- 
tain the hard Thoughts of him, which Mr. Srewarr's 
late Print may have offered to them; and therefore he has 
proceeded in this matte, with the Slownels that he 
thought became his integrity, ſince a greater Haſt might 
have look d like one that was uneaſy, becauſe he knew 
himſelf to be in ault As for the reaſoning part of Mr. 

Stewart's Paper, he has already expreſſed himſelf in his 

Letter to Mr. 4 Alheville, that he will not enter into any 

Argving upon thoſe Points, but will lea ve the Matter to 

the Judgment of every Keader; therefore he has given 

order only to examine thoſ.: Matters of Fatt, that are ſet 
forth in the beginoing of vit. Stewart's Letter, that ſo the 

World may hac a true ccount of the v.otives that in- 

duced him to write his Letter to M. Stewart, from the 

Words of Mr Stewart's own Letters: und then he will leave it 

to the Judgment of c very Read: r, whether Mr. Stewart has 

given the Matter of ja fairly or not. It is true, the 

Fenſſoner has not thought fit to print all Mr. Stewarr's 

Zerrers, at their full Length; there are many Particulars 

in them for which h is not willing to expoſe him: And in 

this he las ſhewed a greater Regard to Ar. Stewart, than 
the Uſage that he has met a ith f om him deſerves : If Mr 

Stewart has kept Copies of his own Letters, he muſt ſee 

that the Penſion 7's Reſot: edreſs is rather grounded on 

what 1:-thovght ccame himſelf, than on what Mr Sr. w- 

art has eſ rved of him. But if ir Stewart, or any in his 


nawe, will take Advantages from this, that the Zetrers 
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themſelves are not publiſhed, and that here there are 
only Extratts of them offered to the World, then the Fen- 
froner will be excuſed, if he prints them all to a Tittle : 
The Truth is, it is ſcarce conceivable how Mr. Stewart 
could aſſume the Confidence that appears in his printed 
Letter, if he have kept Copies of the Letters that he writ 
laſt Year : And if he engaged himſelf in Aﬀairs of ſuch 
Importance without keeping Copics of what he writ, it 
was ſomewhat extraordinary : And yet this Cenſure is that 
which falls the ſofteſt on him: But 1 will avoid every thing 
that Jooks like a ſharpneſs of Expreſſion ; for the Penſioner 
expetts, that he who is to give this Account to the Engliſh 
Nation, ſhould rather conſider the Dignity of the Poſt in 
which he is, than the Advantages that Mr. Stewart may 
have given for replying ſharply on him. And in this 
whole matter the Penftoner's chief Concern is, to offer to 
the World ſuch a Relation of the Occaſions that drew his 
letter to Mr, Stewart from him, as may juſtify him againſt 
the falſe Infinuations that are given: He owed this like- 
wiſe as an Expreſſion of his Reſpect and Duty to their 
Highneſſes. in whoſe Name he wrote his Letter, and at 
whom all thoſe falſe Repreſentations are levelled, though 
they fall firſt and immediately upon himſelf. 

The Sum of the Matter of Fatt, as it is repreſented by 
Mr. Stewart, amounts to this, That he was fo ſurpriſed 
to ſee in Fanuary laſt, the Penſioner's Letter to him in 
Print, that he was inclined to disbelieve his own Eyes, 
* conſidering the remoteneſs of the Occaſion that was gi- 
ren for that Cetter: That he had never writ to the Fen- 
* honer, but was expreſly cautioned againft it; but that 
' ſeeing the Sincerity of the King's Intent ons, he was de- 
ſirous to contribute his ſmall { ndeavours for the advan- 
*cingſo good a Work, and for that end he obrained Leave 
to write to a private Friend, who he ju ged might have 
* Opportunity to repreſent any thing he could fay to the 
* beſt Advantage: hut that of the Letters which he writ to his 
I riend, there were only two intended for Communication, 
in which he ſtudied to cvince the Equity and Expe liency, 
* of -repealing the Tefts and the Peral Laws: An! that 
*with a peculiar regard to the Prin-e & Princeſs of Oran- 
ges Intereſt ; and he defired that this might be imparted 
to Friends, hut ch efly to thoſe at the Hier. And that 
* this was the u ſtance of all that he ur t on that Oc- 
caſion. But finding that the Prince had already decla- 


*clared himſel? in thoſe Natters. he reſol rei to infiſt no 
further: Yet his Friend infinvating That h+ had ſtill 
Hopes to gt 2 more iſtintt an ſatisfying 41/wer, from

© Majcſty's Knowledge and Allowance; this being fo diffe. 
*rent from the Letter he had writ, of which he is ſure 
©*that the Account he has given is true in every point,

* own Duty. He writ not out of any Curiofity to know 
©their Highneſſes Thoughts, which were already known, 
© they having been ſignified to the Marquis of Albeville,

This is Mr. Stewart's Account in the firſt Nine Pages of 
his Letter, and is ſet down in his own Words. 

Now in oppoſition to all this, it will appear from the 
following Extras, that Mr. Stewart writ to his Friend, as 
the moſt proper Interpreter for addreſſing himſelf to the 
Fenſoner; That he repeated his Propoſition frequently, 
finding his Friend unwilling to engage in ſo critical a mat - 
ter.

4 Albeville, and yet the Penfioner had ſet that forth 
in the Letter it (elf ; for the Pamphlet entituled Parliamen- 
tum Pacificum, that was licenſed by the Earl of Sunderland, 
contained ſuch Reflections on his Letter to Mr, Stewart 
either as a Forge, or a 4 thing done without the Princeſs of 


Orange's Knowledge , that the Penfioner judged himſelf 
bound in Honuur to do himſelf right. As Mr. Ste- 
wart's criticalneſ, in knowing that the Penſioner's Letter was 


firſt printed in Holland, and his Reflection on the Penfioner 
for inſinuating that the Cetter was firſt printed in England ; 
it is very like that Mr. Stewart, after ſo long a Prattiſe in 
Libels, knows how to diſtinguiſh between the Prints of the 
ſeveral Nations better than the Penfioner, whoſe courſe of 
Life has raiſed him above all ſuch Practices. But it is 
certain, that whereſoever it was ficſt printed, the Pen ſoner 
writ ſincerely, and believed really it was firſt printed in 
England, This is all that ſeemed neceflary to be ſaid for 
an Introduction to the following Extras.

The Concluſion. 


ND thus all that relates to the Occaſion that drew 

the Penfioner's Letter from him, -appears in its true 

light, If this Diſcovery is uneaſy to Mr. Stewart, he has 
none to blame for it but himſelf It is very likely the firſt 
Artide of his merit. for the de acing of all that was paſt, 
was the Pains he took to work on their Highneſs, by the 
Penſioner's means: But that having failed him, the abuſive 
Letter that he has publiſhed upon it may come in for a ſe- 
cond Article: And now the Reproaches to which this Diſ- 
covery muſt needs expoſe him, muſt compleat his Merit. 


If upon all this he is not highly rewarded, he has ll Lock, 
and ſmall Encouragement will be given to others to ſerve 
the Court as he has done. But it — has great Rewards, 
it muſt be acknowledged that he has pail dear for them; 
the printing and diſtributing 15500 Copies of his Lerter, 
is only the publiſhing his Shame to 15000 Perſons, though 
it is to be doubted if ſo many could be found in the Na- 
tion who would give themſelves the Trouble to read ſo 
ill a Paper,
